arms and personnel in Cuba. The Havana report indicates that the arrested ee 
men had confessed that they were responsible for seizing two Sigma~type ae 
fishing boats on February 13, 1963, off the Cuban coast, which boats were 2 area 
taken to Elbow Key, in the British Bahamas. The men also confessed, according , . 
to "Hoy", that the armed vessel ‘from which the men had attacked the, Cuban ~ aia 

fishing boat pad left-from Florida. One of the eight captured men was identi- ‘’s

_celivably constitute a violation of Section 960. Accordingly, it is requested 
that an appropriate investigation be conducted by the Bureau in this BOT vee 
under Section 960 or a SOuSP et aty to violate that code section. 
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
